'J'HAT  hunch  of  farmers  from  the  Ignited  States  who 

toured  Russia  started  a new  and  unhealthy  trend. 

They  kept  moaning  that  too  much  time  was  de- 
voted to  food  and  vodka:  not  enough  time  to  farms. 

In  other  words,  people  on  a fact-finding  tour 
demanded  to  he  taken  in  search  of  some  facts.  This 
news  brought  a gasp  of  astonishment  from  veterans 
of  fact-finding  tours  everywhere, 

members  of  service  and  fraternal  clubs  and  newsmen 
who  had  taken  reftjge  from  facts  in  hotel  rooms  and 
cocktail  lounges  all  over  the  world,  were  struck  dumb 
by  this  odd  development. 

T)k»  farmers  wanted  to  sec  some  farms. 

Not  to  be  outdone  in  devotion  to  duty.  Russian 
farmers  made  a similar  demand  during  their  tour  of 
Canada. 

"Too  many  humans  and  whisky  hot  ties  and  not 
enough  cows  and  tractors,"  was  the  way  a news 
service  summarized  their  opinions.  As  a result,  their 
schedule  was  changed  to  cut  down  social  calls. 

Those  Russians  and  Americans  may  know  a lot 
about  farming,  hut  their  approach  to  the  fact-finding 
tour  is  dangerously  wrong.  Someone  should  put 
them  straight  l>efore  they  spoil  it  for  all  the  other 
people. 

On  an  ideal  fact-finding  tour,  the  host  gets  the 
boys  settled  in  comfortable  chairs,  and  then  he  says: 

“Well,  gentlemen,  we  have  brought  you  here  to 
Inspect  our  new  sewage  disposal  plant  and  carry  word 
of  It  back  to  your  home  tow  ns, 

"Frankly.  I hate  the  sight  of  Oh  plant  myself, 
and  I don’t  care  much  for  the  smell  of  it,  either. 
I know-  you  are  even  less  interested  in  the  plant  than 
I am.  if  such  » thing  is  possible 

"So  why  don’t  we  just  relax  in  here,  and  if  you 
have  anv  questions,  fire  awav.  Now,  will  you  have 
water,  soda  water  or  ginger  ale?" 

One  little  man  starts  to  ask  a question,  but  he 
Is  silenced  by  cold  stares  from  nil  sides.  Then  the 
conversation  turns  to  fishing,  lacrosse  and  the  world 
series. 

The  delegates  are  able  to  go  home  unburdened 
by  any  facts,  and  spin  a report  from  their  imagina- 
tion. 

That  is  the  way  an  ideal  fact-finding  lour  is 
carried  on.  Not  all  tours  measure  up  to  the  ideal, 
however.  Some  boorish  hosts  throw'  facts  at  the 
delegates,  who  run  a real  risk  of  coming  away  with 
a few'  messy  little  facts  sticking  to  their  clothes. 

The  host  who  knows  his  business,  however, 
avoids  any  such  faux  pas. 

The  officials  in  charge  of  the  agricultural 
junkets  on  both  sides  of  the  Iron  Curtain  were  prob- 
ably men  of  this  stamp — grizzled  veterans  of  a 
thousand  cocktail  hours,  able  to  tilt  a bottle  or  spear 
an  olive  with  effortless  skill. 

How  they  must  have  stared  when  the  visiting 
oafs  made  their  strange  request  to  view  some  cows 
and  tractors. 

It  was  as  though  the  lady  guest  at  the  play- 
boy’s house  gruffly  demanded  to  he  shown  those 
etchings  at  once,  or  she  would  go  home.

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Rounding  Out  the  Century 


TAR.  A.  P.  GRAl’ER.  president,  referral 
to  the  pioneering  loots  of  the  Rritish 
Columbia  Electric  Company  at  the*  open- 
ing of  the  firms's  handsome  new  office 
building  on  Pandora  avenue  on  Wednes- 
day. The  Victoria  Gas  Company  wa* 
formed  in  1860,  two  years  before  I he 
Incorporation  of  tin*  city  itself.  Electricity 
came  in  due  course.  Long  lieforc  the  turn 
of  the  last  century  Victoria  had  electric 
trams  spanning  the  principal  routes  of  the 
community,  arc  lights  on  its  streets,  and 
what  was  in  its  day  a great  innovation 
the  carbon  filament  drop-light  in  iis 
homes.  As  the  51.250,000  new  adminis- 
tration block,  with  its  many  conveniences 
for  the  public,  compares  with  the  original 
office  of  the  BCK  in  this  city  so  does  the 
type  and  quality  of  its  service,  then  and 
now  The  growth  has  been  continuous. 

It  has  been  a significant  first  century 
not  only  for  the  power  and  light  concern 
but  also  for  the  capital  city  of  British 
Columbia.  Hydro-electric  energy  has 
become  one  of  the  main  dynamos  of 
civilization  Shut  off  the  power  anil  almost 
every  wheel  must  grind  to  n stop.  Less 
tangible,  but  every  bit  as  important,  is 
the  confidence  of  man  in  his  ability  to 


solve  his  puzzles  and  to  progress  towards 
whatever  may  be  his  eventual  destiny. 
It  is  that  confidence,  finding  expression 
in  works  relevant  to  their  times,  and 
'omelimes  oven  abend  of  the  day.  that  is 
•lip  principal  growth  factor  of  this  or  of 
any  other  community, 

Roth  as  a measure  of  the  progress, 
made  since  early  times  and  as  a lead  to 
the  community,  which  has  remained  far 
too  conservative  architecturally  to  try 
new  forms  and  adopt  new  themes,  the 
fiinctionallv-sound  and  artistically-pleas- 
ing new  office  block  will  bo  a valuable 
asset.  Its  use  nf  space  and  glass  is 
notable;  while  for  customer  convenience 
the  new  building  is  a very  long  stride 
ahead  of  former  facilities.  Pandora  avenue 
at  Blnnsharri  and  the  downtown  area  in 
ih»*  vicinity  have  been  thrown  into  fresh 
relief.  Arena  Way  has  been  rescued  from 
ont-  of  its  down-at-heel  approaches,  and 
the  whole  community  benefits  thereby. 

If  this  progressive  lead  Is  followed,  a 
much  over-due  face-lifting  might  set  in 
more  generally,  with  vast  improvement  to 
the-  retail  section  of  Victoria.  No  com- 
munity i nn  icst  on  its  laurels  forever,  and 
architecture  is  one  art  that  carries  a date 
stamp  on  every  foundation  stone. 


Forest  Situation  Critical 


T TNTIL  recently  the  forest  fire  season 
k-I  on  Vancouver  Island  has  not  meant 
very  much  to  the  general  public  because 
the  hazards  have  been  low  for  summer 
months.  People  who  have  railed  at  the 
weather  which  prevailed  in  early  and 
mid-summer  were  at  least  able  to  mo\e 
about  in  the  forested  areas  with  unusual 
freedom  from  restriction.  That  it  has 
been  a remarkably  good  season  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  logging  industry  and 
the  provincial  forest  service  is  illustrated 
by  the  abnormally  small  number  of  fires 
and  the  relatively  trifling  cost  of  fighting 
them. 

latterly,  however,  the  situation  has 
changed  greatly  for  the  worse.  August 
sunshine  set  a record,  and  though  tem- 
peratures generally  were  well  Mow  the 
average,  the  absence  of  rain  and  moisture 
has  created  very  real  dangers  in  all 
wooded  areas — so  much  so  that  a general 
closure  of  the  forests  may  have  to  Im> 
imposed  next  week  if  conditions  do  not 
improve.  The  seriousness  of  the  threat 


of  fin*  is  shown  iri  the  statement  of  the 
minister  or  forests  that  the  position  is 
Morning  critical. 

The  dehydrated  slate  of  tree  growth 
is  causing  much  official  concern  because 
it  coincides  with  a throe-day  public  holi- 
day. The  I^bor  Day  long  week-end. 
usually  accompanied  by  fine  weather, 
always  causes  a heavy  increase  in  travel, 
especially  to  lakes,  provincial  parks  and 
favored  areas  in  the  heart  of  the  forest. 
This  time  official  anxiety  is  heightened 
bv  the  fact  that  mild  and  wet  weather 
hitherto  may  have  rrenled  an  impression 
that  there  is  little  need  for  caution. 

1'nfil  the  weather  breaks,  all  travel- 
lers, picnickers,  campers  and  sportsmen 
must  he  particularly  attentive  to  the 
simple  and  oft-repeated  rules  for  fire 
prevention.  Carelessness  now  could  result 
not  only  in  curtailment  of  access  to  wooded- 
areas  hut  also  in  serious  economic  loss 
through  the  destruction  of  timber  and 
the  suspension  of  logging  operations 
throwing  thousands  of  men  out  of  work. 


Piecemeal  Rate  Changes 


INTIMATIONS  from  authentic  circles  in 
Ottawa  that  Uie  transport  -board  will 
Issue  a rate  boost  on  the  carnage  of 
domestic  grains  in  western  Canada 
shortly,  but  suspend  its  order  until  appeals 
have  been  heard  in  October  give  rise  10 
the  question  of  what  use  will  lx*  com- 
plaint<Tf  the  Issue  is  to  he  pre-judged 
without  that  evidence.  The  mentioned 
increase  in  the  western  domestic  grain 
rate  is  stated  at  10  per  rent;  and  the 
reason  is  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the 
hoard  wishes  to  make  further  progress 
tow  aids  equalization  of  domestic  com- 
modity rates.  a<  distinguished  from  export 
grain  shipments,  between  east  and  jyrsl 
If  a boost  in  the  domes tir  grain  rate 
Is  coming  whether  now  or  after  October, 
not  only  should  western  shippers  he  heard 
first  hut  whai  they  might  have  to  say 
should  certainly  he  taken  into  account. 
The  incidence  nf  an  increase  on  fet'd 
grains,  for  instance,  would  have  immediate 
hearing  on  livestock  and  ‘poultry  produc- 
tion throughout  the  west;  and  kite-flying 
In  advance  is  not  likely  to  lessen  ihe 
serious  impact  of  any  such  step  Mean- 
while if  the  transport  hoard  has  an  order 
to  make  on  its  own  responsibility  surely 
it  can  make  it  without  the  adventitious 
aid  of  the  rumor-market.  That  any  such

order  ns  mentioned  could  be  implemented 
without  full  hearing  of  all  the  parties 
concerned  is  difficult  to  believe. 

Back  of  the  move  if  there  is  to  lx* 
one,  Ls  the  relationship  of  this*  piece  to 
every  other  sudden  change  in  the  rail  rate 
structure.  The  hoard  is  no  doubt  sincere 
in  its  desire  to  promote  a uniform  rate 
structure  within  Canada — and  a seven- 
year  study  to  that  end  should  certainly 
have  given  it  full  acquaintance  of  the 
facts  as  they  bear  on  each  region  of  the 
country  but  whv  piecemeal  changes  at 
all?  What  business  requires  is  some 
spilled  result  which  will  not  l>e  subject  to 
variation  every  other  flay  with  or  without 
“advance  not  ire."  When  w ill  Canadian 
shippers,  east  or  west,  know  what  is  to 
M thp  rest  of  the  picture?  Until  they 
know  that  their  future  operations  will 
remain  hamstrung 

On  a subject  of  such  national  impor- 
tance. should  not  the  starting  point  lx* 
Parliament?  The  administration  at 
Ottawa  has  had  every  opportunity  to 
develop  there  the  themes  that  the  trans- 
port board  appears  to  have  been  trying 
out  experimentally,  little  by  little  across* 
the  country.  What  is  the  whole  formula, 
anil  when  will  the  public  lx*  admitted  to 
that  secret?

TALK  of  a ceasefire  in  Palestine  Kohlers

ceasefire  moves  ami  despite  the  extremely 
warlike  events  of  the  Jast  two  days. 

Here's  the  way  the  thinking  gm*s;  Israel,  if 
she  had  been  intending  to  resume  the  war  now. 
would  not  have  withdrawn  from  the  Egyptian 
military  headquarters  she  captured  Wednesday 
night,  hut  would  have  reinforced  the  raiders 
who  were  In  a potent  position  relative  to  i 
large  part  of  Egyptian  forces  In  the  area. 

Egypt  apparently  Js  trying  10  escape  the 
necessity  for  retaliation  on  her  own  part  by 
claiming  to  have  killed  a large  number  nf  the 
attackers,  and  by  claiming  that  two  Egyptian 
planes  collided  Instead  of  being  shot  down  by 
Israelis  Wednesday. 

Pressure  Is  being  spplied  by  the  western 
powers  on  both  countries,  though  on  a basis 
of  persuasion,  rather  than  threats  By  n<.t 
trying  to  change  the  border*  established  h\  the 
19-W  truce,  Israel  and  Egypt  have  avoided  lovo 
ration  of  the  trl- power  statement  by  Britain 
France  and  the  United  States  that  the\  would 
enforce  the  demarcation  lines.

Israel  would 
have  everything  her  own  way. 

The  western  Allies,  'of  course,  have  the 
power  to  virtually  order  an  end  to  the  breaches 
of  the  peace  But  the  United  States,  particu- 
larly is  handicapped  by  the  potency  of  Israel 
sympathizer*  in  domestic  politics  This  potency 
played  a larg<*  part  in  the  establishment  of 
Israel  in  ihe  f 1 1 -*»  place,  and  is  a strong  deter- 
rent against  any  Washington  administration 
which  might  wi.sh  to  really  put  the  screw*  on 
Israel.

Oil  the  Record  Letter  from  London

PRESIDENT  EISENHOWER  in  hi* 
speech  last  week  stated  ihe 

dilemma  of  our  limes.  He  argued 

— that  there  is  no 

alternative  to 

peace.  But  a peace 
based  on  Injustice 
must  fail.  We  1 in- 
not  sell  out  the  free 
dom  of  men  for  ihe 
potiaee  of  a fake 
peace.  We  cannot 
accept  the  division 
of  tiermany,  which 

ported  by  any 

argument  based  on  boundaries.  Ian 
guage.  or  racial  origin;  or  the  dotal 
nation  of  captive  countries;  or  the 
existence  of  an  international  political 
machine  working  for  the  subversion 
of  existing  governments.  No  true 
peace  can  be  based  on  the  accept ance 
of  a Mat u*  quo  in  which  we  find 
injustices 

Acceptance  of  there  being  no  alter- 
native to  peace  obviously  means 
peace  between  the  great  powers  In 
many  places  throughout  the  world, 
one  or  another  form  of  war— organ- 
ized violence  — was  raging  as  he 
spoke:  In  North  Africa  Arab  riots 
against  French  authorities;  mutiny  in 
the  Sudan/  in  Ihe  Middle  East  a 
perpetual  state  of  war  on  the  borders 
of  Israel. 

Where.  In  each  case  nr  In  a hundred 
others,  doe*  justice  he?  What  will 
determine  the  outcome  except  forms 
of  force'’  Will  revolting  peoples  agree 
to  arbitrate  their  claim*  be'ore  an 
‘’Impartial  tribunal"  — and  If  so, 
where  is  an  impartial  nation,  nr  an 
impartial  person,  except  he  lx*  so  by 
Ignorance  or  Indifference? 

* * * 

Jf  we  cannot  accept  the  rundlii>  n* 
specifically  mentioned  by  the  Presi- 
dent. what  is  the  alternative  except 
that  which  the  President  declares  Is 
no  alternative  namely  war  ihe  en- 
forcement by  armed  might  of  those 
principles  of  justice,  concepts  of  free- 
dom arid  standards  of  International 
morality  which  we  believe  to  equate 
with  civilization  Itself,  yet  a civiliza- 
tion which  another  great  war  would 
certainly  destroy" 

The  President  does  not  state  the 
answer  because  he  doe*  not  know  it. 
No  living  lover  of  freedom  does. 

For  peace  and  freedom  do  nor 
equate.  Freedom,  national  and  civil 
has  never  yet  bt*en  won  or  maintained 
without  blood;  justice  and  equity 
have  never  yet  been  established 
except  on  force  as  their  ultimate 
shield. 

If.  then,  freedom.  Justice  and 
equity,  as  between  nations  and  state*, 
do  not  equate  with  world  peace,  and 
if  they  no  longer  equate  with  war  a* 
the  ultimate  appeal  In  their  behalf, 
what  becomes  of  them-’  Where  will 
they  reside  e\rept  in  individual  minds 
and#ouls? 

The  paradox  Is  everywhere  visible. 
Reputations  of  persona  suspected  <>f 
( ommunitm  are  still  being  ruined 
by  congressional  committees,  while. 
In  the  name  of  pence,  a high  Com- 
munist official  of 'the  Soviet  Union  is 
offered  the  Voice  of  America  to  atoto 
to  the  world  his  courteous  hut  un- 
equivocal view  of  the  superiority  nf 
Communism  a*  a meaux  evert  of 
organizing  agriculture. 

♦ * * 

The  solution  to  this  paradox  will 
not  i*e  found  In  our  lifetime  or.  we 
suspect,  in  a hundred  year*  Nor  do 
we  foresee  the  ’‘restoration  of  our 
ancient  constitutional  liberties. " as 
nobly  advocated  by  the  American  Bar 
Association  In  its  meeting  tn  Phila- 
delphia. A eonsMuiUoTwit  freedom 
seldom  mentioned  is  the  right  of  the 
citizen  tin  behalf  of  Ihe  nation  and 
its  policies!  to  bear  arm*.  In  the 
Concept  of  world  peace  It  amounts  to 
a compulsion  to  bear  arms  that  may 
be  used  only  by  Ihe  tacit  consent  of 
the  other  great  powers  In  the  con- 
templation of  a warle.v*  world,  liberty, 
Just.ce,  and  equity  all  come  under 
review*  and  wlU  receive,  we  foresee, 
interpretations  that  will  not  exclude 
suppressions  of  liberty  In  the  name 
of  peace. 

Still,  as  Pericles  said  more  than 
2.000  years  ago.  happiness  Is  freedom 
and  freedom  I*  courage.  But  courage, 
to  equate  with  peace,  muat  find 
radically  new  expressions.

Native  iMtipuagc  Broadcasts 


Quietly  the  Navajo  Tends  His  Flock— and  Hears  Radio 


Picture  thousands  of  full  blooded  Navajo 
Indians,  quietly  tending  their  flocks  of  sheep 
or  hoeing  their  arid  com  field*  and  llaten- 
ing  to  commercials  In  their  native  tongue 
from  portable  radios  slung  around  their 
neck*. 

That’s  juai  what’a  happening  every  day 
amongst  the  Navajo*  living  near  Gallop. 
New  Mexico. 

The  idea  originated  in  the  mind  of  Merle 
H.  TUcker.  an  international  tru«lee  of 
Kiwanls  International  and  owner  of  Radio 
KGAK  In  Gallup,  five  yearn  ago. 

Mr.  Tucker  and  his  wife.  Mid*,  made 
a brief  visit  to  Victoria  yesterday  after 
attending  the  Kiwanls  district  convention  In 
Bellingham. 

’There  are  some  $3,000  Navajo*  on  the 
reaervatlon,’’  said  Mr.  Tucker,  a radio  man 
for  25  year*.  "Our  two  hour  broadcasts 


every  day  are  listened  lo  by  about  25.000 
Indians." 

This  figure  was  readied  by  a sort  of  poll 
— a Gallup  poll  you  might  say. 

Anyway,  the  Tuckers  had  thl*  idea  and 
despite  some  misgivings  they  went  ahead 
with  It  last  year,  thanks  to  the  transla- 
tion of  some  of  America’s  better  com- 
mercials, the  program  showed  a profit. 

The  Tucker*  went  still  further. 

They  now  have  a Zunl  language  prngram 
for  3, $00  Pueblo  Indians  In  the  area  and 
also  a Spanish  language  program. 

The  foreign  language  broadcasts  take  up 
about  four  hours  a day  wliile  English  apeak 
Ing  program*  are  heard  for  14  hour*.  The 
Tucker*  get  a break  for  the  other  *ix  hours. 
Doing  It  that  way.  everyone  if  satisfied. 

In  the  early  daya  Mr*.  Tucker  wrote  out 
the  Ktipta  and  other  material,  then  had  It 


translated.  But  when  the  program  began 
to  boom  a Navajo— by  the  name  of  Dana 
Begay— was  employed  full-time. 

"He  writes  the  program,  announce*  it.  and 
give*  out  his  own  commerdals,”  said  Mr. 
Tucker.  "He's  very  good." 

The  Navajo  broadcasts  have  earned  two 
national  awards — the  George  Foster  Peabody 
award,  which  Is  the  "Oscar"  of  radio,  amt 
the  Alfred  I.  Ihipnnt  award.  Both  were  for 
local  public  service. 

A prize  of  $1,000  cash  went  along  with 
the  second  award  and  the  Tuckers  are  using 
thl*  to  assist  a Navajo  to  enter  college  to 
study  radio  and  television 

U-S.  public  health  authorities  estimated 
that  the  live*  of  at  least  80  Navajo*  were 
saved  last  year  through  Information  given 
over  the  radio  station. 


"Very  few  Navajo*  had  radios  for  a stay." 
Mr.  Tucker  explained.  "But  now  they  have 
a lot  and  Its  a common  sight  to  watch 
them  tending  their  aheep  and  carrying  a 
Utile  portable, with  them." 

Mr.  Tinker  also  run*  a weekly  newspaper. 
The  (riUlnp  Times,  which  he  hopes  one  day 
will  he  m dally.  And  television  also  occupies 
a place  In  the  forefront  of  hla  mind. 

'Television  L going  to  become  one  of  the 
greatest  forces  of  all  time,"  he  Mid. 

Of  Victoria.  Mr.  Tucker  and  his  wife  be- 
came quite  lyrical. 

“I  have  never  seen  anything  like  it."  he 
*md  I have  never  seen  a city  as  beautiful 
**  this  and  the  profusion  of  flowers  here 
Is  out  of  this  world  " 

This  opinion  is  almost  certainly  hound  for 
thr  cars  of  the  Navajo  tribe.  And  Radio 
GKAK  will  aooo  he  spouting  “Follow  Ihe 
bird  U>  \ Irtorta"— ta  Navnjo.  of  course.

The  plan,  Initiated  by  the 
Canadian  Legion  and  executed 
by  the  department  of  veterans’ 
affairs,  provides  tuition,  other 
fees  and  $25  a month  nilowanrs 
while  a student  attends  college, 
university,  normal  school  or  a 
nursing  training  school.
